Growth of Body

The bones begin to 
grow and the form begins to 
mould, the chest grows faster 
than the abdomen and both stow 
faster than the head.

W HEN TH E bidding a over 
and the contract determined, the 
play begins w ith the most impor­ 
tant single act by the defenders-— 
the opening lead. It is most im por­ 
tan t because it more or less sets 
the tempo for the entire defense 
of the hand, and also has a m ighty 
Influence on w hat the declarer 
m ust do. 
Fine defensive players think of 
their role more as attack than de­ 
fense, as if they are attacking a 
position chosen by the declarer. 
T hat is why they generally lead 
their longest suit against a No 
Trum p contract. By so doing, and 
by repeating the suit, they hope 
to get some of its low* cards estab­ 
lished as trick-takers, rn addition 
to w hatever high cards they can 
take. 
The particular card of the suit 
to lead depends on w hat high 
cards are a t the top of the suit. If 
it is topped by w hat is called an 
“honor com bination,” they lead 
an honor. For such purposes, an 
honor com bination is “any three 
of the top six cards of the suit if 
any two of them are touching 
honors.” Thus, Q-J-9-4-2 would be 
a suit headed by an honor combi­ 
nation because the Q and J are 
touching honors, whereas A-Q-10- 
4-2 or K-J-9-6-3 would contain 
the necessary three high cards, 
but with none of them touching, 
and therefore not w’hat is called 
an “honor com bination.” 
W hen the suit hgs an “honor 
com bination,” the lead is from the 
touching honors, the top card of 
the 
touchers except 
when the 
touchers are the A-K, when the 
lead is the K So from the A-10-9, 
the lead w'ould be the IO as the 
top of the touchers, from the 
Q-J-9, it would be the Q. from 
the A-K-J it W’ould be the K, from 
the K-Q-10 it would be the K, 
from the K-J-10 it would be the 
J. Likewise w ith all other such 
com binations of three of the cards 
ranged from the 9 up. with two or 


more touching. The lead is the top 
of the touchers except when they 
include the A-K. when it is the K. 
The purpose of that is to help 
establish the suit in the m ost 
rapid way, m aking it impossible 
for the declarer to take the first 
trick with some sm all card. 
But when the long suit does not 
contain such an honor com bina­ 
tion, the accepted lead is the 
fourth-best card of it. Thus, the 
lead from K-10-S-6-3 would be the 
6, from A-9-6-3-2 it would be the 
3. from 10-7-5-3 it would be the 3,

holdings 
which justify such a lead are far 
more frequent than those calling 
for other leads. 
If your partner had bid a suit 
during the auction, it is usually 
best to disregard your own long 
suit and lead his. Then the best 
lead Is generally your highest 
card of it. unless you hold four of 
it or three headed by an honor. 
W ith any num ber headed by an 
honor as high as the J, it is 'usu­ 
ally best to underlead the honor 
so you can hold it to later possibly 
kill some lesser honor in the de­ 
clarer s hand. If you have four, 
the best lead Is usually fourth* 
)>est unless you have touching 
honors, when you lead the top of 
the touchers, unless they be the 
A-K, w'hen the K is the lead. 
Sometimes your hand will be so 
weak, with no high cards for an­ 
ent ries, th a t it seems hopeless, in 
which case it m ay be better to 
forget your own long suit and lead 
a short one which seems likely to 
be your partner s, even if he had 
not bid, in the hope th at you m ay 
help him set up his suit. Then you 
ahould usually lead the top card 
of the suit.

of a 
Bordeaux hotel,

American newsman pointed out 
General de Gaulle. 
“De Gaulle is a great expert on 
tanks,” he said. “He has written 
a book about tank w arfare.” 
So Spears went up to de Gaulle, 
introduced himself and asked him 
to come to England to relead the 
French back to France. They left 
on a British destroyer, arrived in 
London, and wont immediately to 
No. 
IO Downing Street to meet 
Churchill. A fter the interview was 
over, the Prime Minister rem ark­ 
ed to Spears: 
“W as that the best you could 
do?”
